The co uncil retu rn­ 
ed to Greensburg y esterday afterno o n 
and held a special meeting last night 
to pass an o rdinance fo r a franchise 
fo r the ro ad. 
This o rdinance is much 
the same as the o ld franchise granted 
to the same co mpany o ver two y ears 
ago . 
Mr. Henry went to Shelby ville to ­ 
day to see if he canno t secure a revisio n 
o f the franchise in that city . 
The 
financial arrangements fo r the ex ten­ 
sio n o f the line have been co mpleted 
snd it will be kno wn as the Greens- 
bnrg divisio n o f the I. & O. Tractio n 
co mpany , and will be under the same 
. —i* management as the 
Indianapo lis & 
Shelby ville branch. 
Mr. Henry say s that wo rk o n the 
line will co mmence within less than 
six ty day s and that cars will be ru n­ 
ning into Greensburg befo re the first 
o f nex t y ear. 
It is understo o d that the ex tensio n 
o f the line fro m Greensburg to Madi­ 
so n will no t be attempted u ntil after 
the ro ad is in o peratio n to Greensbnrg.
